INFORMATIONS REFUSED 
AGAINST DRIVER 


(BEFORE MR. McCARTHY.) 


Informations were refused 
which George Slye (junior), 65 Vernon 
avenue, was charged on remand with the 
manslaughter of Francis Young (13), Con- 
quer terrace, Clontarf, and a similar ruling 
was made on a further charge of driving his 
motor truck on the occasion in a manner 
dangerous to the public. 

The Justice held, however, that on the 
charge of driving without reasonable con- 
sideration, Slye was guilty of an error of 
judgment, and he fined him 20s. on that 
count, 

Evidence was given that on 14th January, 
at, Clontarf, Slye was reversing a Ford truck 
Jaden with coal. The boy Young was hang- 
ing on to the rear of the truck and got 
crushed between it and a stationary truck, 
sustaining injuries from which he died four 
days afterwards. 

George Condell, another boy, who had also 
been hanging on to the truck, said he heard 
the driver Slye calling to him to get off. 
He did so, because he saw the stationary 
lorry. Slye was backing his truck slowly 
and was practically stopped when the impact 
took place. The boy Young got wedged 
between the two trucks. 

Giving evidence, Slye said that before get- 
ting back into his truck he told the boys not 
to get on to it. When he was in his seat 
he saw the boys had jumped on, and he 
shouted to them to get off. He saw one of 
them jump off and took it al! of them had 
done so. He reversed the truck at a walking 
pace. He could not see the tail of the truck 
owing to the load of coal.

MEN RETURNED FOR TRIAL 
(BEFORE MR. KANNAN.) 


Letters purporting to be from the “C.O;, 
Ulster I.R.A. Headquarters,’’ threatening to 
kill officials of the Prudential Assurance 
Company unless they were removed from 
Dundalk to Clones, were read during the 
hearing of the case in which John J. Lee. 
Ennis, (o. Clare, and Peter McMahon. Main 
street, Ballybay, Co. Monaghan, were charged 
on. remand with conspiring to forge death 
certificates and obtaimmmg a sum of about 
£103 from the Prudential Assurance Com- 
pany by false pretences. 

McMahon was charged with uttering a 
letter threatening to kill or murder Richard 
P. Todd, an official of the company, 

Henry George Bromhead, Saddlescombe 
Way, Woodside Park, London, a member of 
the audit staff of the Prudential Assurance 
Company, gave evidence that on 20th July 
last he received a letter addressed to ‘‘ The 
Directors of the Prudential Assurance Com- 
pany.”’ 

The letter read as follows:— 

“T.R.A., Monaghan Command. 

‘You are to remove’ R. Todd and J. 
Hatton from Dundalk to Clones. If found 
after 20/7/'36—if found after that will be 


executed. 


“By Order, LR.A.” 

Some days later the following letter was 
received by his company :— 

‘* To the Prudential Co., London. 

** The order made by the Monaghan I.R.A. 
se R. Todd and J. Hatton on 20/7/36 has 
been duly confirmed by the Ulster Army 
Council, prohibiting these men from entering 
from Dundalk to Cavan town under sentence 
of death.” 

James Hatton, superintendent of the 
Prudential Assurance Company, Jocelyn 
street, Dundalk, said that he was in charge 
of the Counties Monaghan and Cavan. On 
29th July last he received a letter which 
read :— 

“TRA, G.H.Q., Ulster Command, 
Armagh. Hatton and Todd. Dear Sirs,— 
Please obey the drder made by the Monaghan 
I.R.A. on 20/7/'36, and served ón your head 
office; and confirmed by above.—Commanding 
Officer.’’ 

Prior to receiving that letter he and Mr. 
Todd were making inquiries as to the 
authenticity of claims supported by the 
alleged forged certificates. 

The accused men were returned for trial 
at the Circuit Court, bail being allowed.

O'Donovan, Chief State Solicitor’s Depart- 
ment) prosecuted. Mr. P. J. Roe, K.C. (in- 
structed by Mr. J, F. Smyth, Castleblayney), 
appeared for McMahon; Mr. T. Hanrahan, 
solicitor, appeared for Lee; and Mr. E. H.

PERSONAL INJURIES CLAIM

Thomas J. Kelly (55), whose convic- 
tion and sentence of death for the murder of 
Patrick Henry (67) at Great Meadow, Bovle, 
County Roscommon, was quashed by the 
Appeal Court and a new trial ordered. 

The grounds on which the new trial was 
ordered were that new witnesses were avail- 
able to show that Henry, whose murder was 
alleged to have been committed on the 10th 
or early on the 11th September, 1955, was 
seen alive after Kelly had Jeft the district. 

John Cunningham, Quarry street, Boyle, 
gave evidence that prisoner stayed at his 
house wher he first came to Boyle. Kelly 
gave no name, and a parcel was delivered to 
him there in the name of Thomas Mooney. 

Mary Kate Armstrong, an employé of St. 
Vincent’s laundry, Boyle, said that Kelly 
came to the laundry looking for a parcel and 
gave the name of Thomas Mooney. . 

Laurence McDermott, St. Vincent’s 
laundry, Boyle, said that Kelly asked, him 
if he had any parcel in the name of Thomas 
Mooney. Witness said he would inquire at 
the laundry. 

Katherine McKeown said that since her 
childhood she was a friend of Mrs. Kelly, 
wife of the prisoner, who stayed with her 
when witness had a public-house and lodging- 
house in Longford. The accused man stayed 
in her house in 1932 and again in 1935. In 
July, 1933, he got married to witness's 
friend, Miss McMahon, but left her shortly 
after the marriage and went to Mohill. Wit- 
ness went to Mohill and saw the accused 
man, who returned with her and remained 
with his wife for four or five weeks. He then 
went away again. 8 

Mr. Maguire—On the last day he saw His 
wife do you remember his wife remonstrating 
with him for not living with her?—Yes. He 
said that. he was living with a man in a flat 
in Dublin, and she could do what she d—— 
well liked. 

Patrick Tansey said that he worked with 
Henry and Kelly sowing potatoes in April, 
1935. They appeared to be friendly, and 
Henry remarked to witness: ‘‘Il am very 
funny by times. If T am away you may dig 
the whole lot.” Henry occasionally went 
away for periods. 


SEEN ON SEPTEMBER 12 

George Johnston said that he knew Patrick 
Henry, who in 1934 stayed in his father’s 
house. He last saw him on the morning cf 
the show in Boyle, Thursday, 12th Septem- 
her, 1935, when the deceased’ man was stand- 
ing with his back against the Workhouse 
railings. 

Asked by Mr. Maguire if he remembered 
being in the diningroom of a Dublin hotel 
with Mrs. Kate Brennan, after giving 
evidence in the first trial, the witness denied 
that he used a certain expression to her. 
He had not told the Guards about seeing 
Henry on the day following that of his 
alleged murder, but had he thought the 
Guards would be interested he would have 
told them. 

John ‘Tuite, Boyle, said that he had known 
Henry by appearance, and he rensembered 
having seen him on the day of Boyle Show 
between 9.30 a.m. and 10 a.m. Henry was

then standing against the Workhouse rail- 
ings watching horses and cattle going to the 
show. He had no doubt about the man being 
Henry. | 

Gross-examined by Mr. Kevin Haugh, the 
witness said that he. remembered eg. 
seen Henry on the day of Boyle Show. Fol- 
lowing the trial of Kelly at Green street in 
November last the witness had business 
about a plot of ground with Mr. Callan, 
solicitor for the defence, and when the case 
of Kelly was mentioned witness said to Mr. 
Callan that Henry was not murdered on the 
lith, because he had seen him on the 12th. 

Thomas Meredith Johnston stated that up 
to recently he had managed his cousin's 
grocery shop in Main street, Boyle, and the 
last time he saw the man he believed to be 
Henry was on the morning of the 12th Sept- 
ember after opening the shop. He saw 
Henry. watching three cattle pass down to 
the show. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Maguire, he said 
that it did not occur to him to go to the 
ah Guards until a week after the first 
trial. 

Mr. Maguire—Is not it strange that in a 
serious matter such as this you did not come 
forward? Nobody likes to get mixed up in 
a murder trial, There were other witnesses 
that were supposed to have known him more 


than I did. 


HENRY’S REMARK 


Mrs. Mary Kate Kenny, Boyle, said that 
she saw the deceased man at Abbeytown 
Bridge on the 12th September. She was 
talking to Joseph Mulvanny at the time, and 
Henry came up and remarked: ‘‘ Not much 
of a crowd at the show.” Henry went down 
towards the town. 

In reply to Mr. Haugh, the witness ad- 
mitted having listened to the evidence in the 
case in the District Court, but said that it 
had not struck her then that shé had seen 
Henry alive after Kelly had left Boyle, and 
she did not realise it was so serious or she 
would have volunteered the information to 
the Guards. 

Bernard Doherty said that he saw Henry 
on the day of the Show at Boyle between 
11 a.m. and noon, and he was standing with 
his back to the Workhouse railings. He 
thought that he. saw Kelly, but his back 
was turned and he might be mistaken. 

Edward Farrell, creamery manager, Boyle, 
said that he saw Henry in Boyle at about 
10.55 a.m. on the day of the Show and spoke 
to him, remarking that he was up early. 
Henry replied that he was going down to see 
the bulls. 


AT THE SHOW GROUND 


Robert Irwin, Boyle, said that he had 
known Henry in 1927-1928, but had not seen 
him from 1929 until the day of Boyle Show, 
when he saw him near the Show grounds 
with another man. He did not know who 
the other man was—he had never seen him 
before. Witness was an exhibitor at the 
Show, and he again saw Henry some time 
later on the same day. 

Mr. Haugh opened his cross-examination in 
Irish, asking the witness where he got the 
Fainne he. was wearing. Irwin made no 
reply, but when asked in English he said he 
had it for his tie. 

John Regan, farmer, said that he knew 
Henry for eight or ten years. He attended 
the Show at Boyle last year, and saw Henry 
at the Workhouse gate on the morning of 
that day. 

Paul McPherson, . labourer, 
1935 he was living with his sister, about 
one hundred yards from the house where 
Henry lived, His sister was a lace exhibitor 
at Boyle Show, which witness attended at 
about 3 p.m. With his sister he went around 
the exhibits, and he met Patrick Henry there. 

The hearing was adjourned until this morn- 
ing at 10.50.

Criminal Appeal of the application of 

William Henry Coleman, 25 Merrion 
square, Dublm, for leave to appeal against his 
conviction and sentence of tive years penal 
servitude on a charge of having used an instru- 
ment or some other means with intent to pro- 
cure a miscarriage. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., with whom was 
Mr, R. McLoughlin (imstructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), for the Attorney-General, 
commenting on the evidence at the applicant's 
trial in the Dublin Circuit Criminal Court, 
said that when Coleman was questioned by a 
Garda he said that he did not recall the name 
of the girl in the case, and that many people 
called about electrical treatment, and that he 
kept no record of such calls. Subsequently, 
said Mr. McCarthy, the accused man said that 
the reason why he gave that answer was that 
he was keeping professional secrecy. The 
jury, he submitted, were entitled to arrive at 
a concluston about why that answer was 
given. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy—Was he. under 
any obligation to answer the Garda’s ques- 
tion! 

Mr. McCarthy said that he thought that if a 
Garda was investigating a rgwgi set of 
circumstances, a citizen should give him sup- 
port, whether he was under any legal obliga- 
tion to answer or not. Coleman might not 
have answered the Garda, but he did answer. 

Dealing with the charge of the trial judge 
to the jury, Mr. McCarthy said that 1f there 
was any comment to be made in respect of the 
charge, 1$ was on the wonderful care taken by 
the judge to put every possrble thing that 
could be said in favour of the accused man 
before the jury. Not a single thing that was 
brought out in cross-examination, either as a 
possibility or a doubt, was not put to the 
jury. He submitted that in view of certain 
cross-examination:and observations, not only 
had the judge a right, but that he would be 
lacking in his duty, if he did not point out to 
the jury that the accused man had failed to 
go mto the witness box. 

If, said Mr. McCarthy, counsel for the 
applicant had a case of any kind to justify 
the appeal, he thought that it could only be 
on the ground that the case should have been 
withdrawn from the jury on Coleman's appli- 
cation. It was impossible to say, on the facts 
going before the jury, that there was not a 
call for a sworn explanation of a strong series 
of crrcumstances. 

Mr. Casey having replied, the Court, after 
a short adjournment, allowed the application. 

The Chief Justice, giving judgment, said 
that the Court was of opinion that there 
was not in the case clear and satisfactory 
evidence to discharge the onus resting upon 
the prosecution to establish that, on 19th 
December, 1936, the accused man had used 
an instrument on the girl named in the first 
count, and it followed that the conviction on 
that count could not stand. On the other 
counts in the indictment the jury had re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty. The applica- 
tion for leave to appeal was, therefore, 
granted, and the hearing of the application 
would be treated as the hearing of the appeal 
and the cdnviction quashed. 

Mr. Casey asked for an order for the costs 
of the hearing. 

The Chief Justice replied that the Court 
would not make any order as to costs. 

In reply to Mr. McCarthy, the Chief Justice 
said that the Court Order would be sent to 
Mountjoy Prison, and the usual procedure in 
regard to discharge would be followed. The 
Court was not directing a new trial,

What the Chairman, Mr. C. M. O'Kelly, 
describes as a very important letter, from 
their engineer in connection with the pro- 
posed marine lake at Sutton, was read at 
vyesterday’s meeting of the Dublin Port and 

cks ard. The letter referred to the 
effect of the scheme on ch- Dublin Harbour, 
and said tha: it would result in a loss of 
10,541,000 cubi¢ feet of scour water. 

The scheme would be detrimental to the 
port, and contained the possibility of risks 
to the navigable channel. He had agreed 
with reluctance and hesitation to the scheme, 
but, in view of further reclamation plans, he 
would not feel justified in recommending to 
the Board any scheme involving a further 
loss of scour water. 

The Chairman said that if it was detri- 


mental to the port of Dublin it would be 


detrimental to the whole country. 

The Lord Mayor (Alderman Alfred Byrne, 
T.D.) said that the Corporation might have 
to fall back on a smaller scheme. 

It was agreed to have a joint conference 
with the Corporation on the technical aspects 
of the scheme.

Dressed for the occasion in their 
daintiest attire—if they happen to have 
been painted in the nude, and, if not, in 
the actual dress of the reproduction— 
they take good care to stand close to their 
pictures, as that is part of the scene.

Hats Off to Our Artists 


There is, I think, a finer spirit of 
comradeship and conviviality among our 
painters and sculptors than in other 
circles, and they added considerably to 
the pleasure of the gathering on Monday 
last.

B. Yeats and their colleagues were sur- 
rounded with friends, and they all had 
something interesting to say. Albert 
Power is one of Dublin’s real characters, 
and his sense of humour is irresistible. I 
believe that, in spite of the monumental 
work he has done during the past year, 
his one cherished achievement is the 
statue of Padraic O Conaire, which now 
stands in Galway square. To listen 
as he told of his tribulations while 
he was at work in his studio, 
and the criticisms of poor Padraic’s 
friends who wished to immortalise 
him otherwise than as the artist saw him, 
was, indeed, amusing. ‘‘ They thought I 
should have put a crease in his trousers, 
Now, had Padraic ever a crease in his 
trousers in his life?” I understand tha: 
this portrait did not please some of his 
friends in the West, but Albert Power 
now claims that he has been responsible 
for — all the poets of his native 
place; for he was telling me that, follow- 
ing F, R. Higgins’s fine poem, there is 
not a “pub” in Galway County where 
itinerant poets are not singing of 
“ Padraic the Troubadour,’’ whose memory 
seems to grow greener every day as his 
genius is receiving recognition.

IMPERIAL RECIPROCITY 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The ties of sentimental regard and 
affection between Great Britain and the 
‘Dominions and the Colonies, so greatly 
nae, og by mutual comradeship in the 
World War, tend to become even closer as 
distances lessen with the development of 
— transport and communications. 

ere is a common unity of interest be- 
tween all the countries forming the Empire, 
but there 1s considerable evidence that an 
allegiance to broad principles is endangered 
from economic conditions which arise from 
day to day. 

t has not been realised that Empire coun- 
tries are becoming more and more competi- 
tors among themselves in manufactured 
goods. 

We know that uncontrolled competition 
«an be disastrous. 

Possibly those who were responsible for 
the principle underlying the Ottawa agree- 
ments thought that they were: establishing 
some sort of control, but what are the facts? 

The United Kingdom manufacturers are 
met with increasing competition in their 
home market from overseas Empire coun- 
tries. On the one hand, goods arrive from 
such Empire countries as India and Hong 
Kong which have been made under condi- 
tions whieh would not be tolerated by any 
trade union. Before the introduction of our 
general tariff policy it was true to say that 
the wage and working conditions in the 
United Kingdom were limited by those cur- 
rent on the Continent, and later in Japan. 
[t will not be long before. it will be d 
in this country that a similar limitation will 

i y the conditions obtaining in 
the Eastern ire countries whose manu- 
fetes products enter this country duty 
ree. 

Even those Empire countries employing 
Western conditions in their factories are able 
to dump their goods into the United 
Kingdom. 

At a time when there is latent capacity 
in some industries, due, perhaps, to loss of 
common export markets to the Japanese, ad- 
ditions to manufacturing capacity are being 
made, and some purely for the purpose of 
export trade the United Kingdom being the 
most coveted market. 


« Surely the time has come when a greater 


attempt should be made to bring about 
Empire economic control. Overseas Empire 
countries are fast developing manufacture, 
although their earlier interests lay in the 
production of primary products. hilst the 
development of local manufacture reduces the 
export potentialities of the United Kingdom 
mannfacturer he recognises that each country 
has the ambition to become self-satisfying, 
Overseas Empire countries have been wise 
enough to retain tariffs on United Kingdom 
products entering their countries, and, in 
addition, some of them have the ability 
to apply a dumping duty. The United 
Kingdom, however, seems to be willing to 
sacrifice not only the manufacturer, but the 
employment he can give, by allowing practi- 
cally all Empire-manufactured goods to enter 
the nome market free. 

The Dominions must be very puzzled when 
they observe the amount which is being 
spent to promote employment in the United 
Kingdom when, as a result of the one-way 
Empire free trading system we have in force 
to-day, employment in the United Kingdom 
is reduced. 

Can the United Kingdom hope to be re-

MONKSTOWN HOSPITAL 
MEETING

In their report to the annual meeting oí 
‘he Governors and friends of the Monkstown 
Hospital, held in Salthill Hotel, Monkstown, 
yesterday afternoon, the Committee expressed 
regret at a still further decrease in the sub- 
scriptions and donations, The amount realmed 
for the year from this source amounted to 
£250. hey appealed for more support to 
carry on the work of the hospital. The enlarge- 
ment and equipment of the ott-patients’ 
department was a matter of great ur @4 
and the Nurses’ Home also required to 
emarged. 
Regret was expressed that the Hospitals’ 
Commission in therr* report could not advise 
that any grants from the Hospitals’ Fund 
could be given for development of their hospi- 
tal as a general hospital. The Committee re- 
minded subscribers, howe-er, that their 
hospital, which was now over a hundred years 
in existence, was held under lease as a general 
hospital. In the last year 559 internal patients 
had heen treated, and 4,773 out-patients had 
received attention. The X-ray department had 
treated 52’ cases. 
Mr. T. Gillman Moorhead, who presided, 
reviewed the work of the hospital, and satd 
that the progress of civilisation could be 
determined by the history of their charities 
far better than by relating what different 
forms of poison gas had been invented, or 
what new bombing ‘planes had been con- 
structed, to destroy human :ife. However, 
judying by that criterion, ‘the civilisation of 
the community stood very high. That hos- 
pital had been in existence now for 102 years, 
and had done splendid work. They could see 
fo. themselves what a tremendous gap would 
be created if it ceased to function. 
Reference had heen made to the report of 
the Hospitals’ Commission published last 
February. He regarded that as a most valu- 
able and careful document. The Commis- 
sioners went into the whole question of hos- 
pital administration in the Free State in the 
most thorough and painstaking manner, and 
produced a splendid report. With most of 
it he was in entire agreement, and hoped that 
the Commission’s recommendations with re- 
ference to the establishment of four large 
hospitals in Dublin would be carried out, but |, 
he did not see eye to eye with them in 
regard to the Monkstown Hospital. However, 
he felt sure that the community would never 
permit the hospital to disappear, and that 
some way would be found to enable them 
to carry on. Thanks to the splendid efforts 
of their Secretar 
matron there had been an increase in sub- 
scriptions from patients, but at the same time 
the hospital was continuing, and would con- 
tinue, to accept patients who could not afford 
to pay anything, and the same principle 
applied to outdoor patients, 
He was glad to know that they had a 
pension scheme for their nurses. This ques.

Berlin and Rome 

Herr von Schuschnigg, the Austrian 
Premier, met Signor Mussolini yesterday 
in Venice. There was nothing strange in 
this rencontre; for since the days of 
Dollfuss Austrian policy has been virtually 
dictated by Italy, and, although Herr von 
Schuschnigg at times has shown a certain 
amount of independence of mind, there is 
little doubt that when the Fascist whip is 
cracked at the Palazzo Chigi the Austrian 
finds it wise to obey it. 
Austria’s position at the moment is 
decidedly difficult. Both Italy and 
Germany are doing everything in their 
power to ensure ultimate control of the 
little Republic. The Germans take the 
view that, since Austria is peopled by 
German-speaking inhabitants, she comes 
within the category of irredente claimed 
by Herr Hitler in Mein Kampf. They 
also recognise Austria’s strategic import- 
ance in the light of their policy of ex- 
pansion towards the East, Italy, on the 
other hand, regards the Austrian problem 
exclusively from the strategie standpoint. 
Signor Mussolini is afraid of the Germans. 
He really does not covet Austria for him- 
self—probably he has found the Germans 
in the South Tyrol sufficiently difficult 
to govern without the addition of some 
millions of Austrians to their number— 
but he is fully determined that the 
Germans shall not be allowed to bring 
about their eagerly awaited Anschluss. 
Just as Great Britain never could allow 
any Continental Power to assume control 
of the Low Countries, so Italy will not 
have a superior, or even an equally strong, 
Power on the far side of the Brenner Pass. 
For centuries the ‘‘ Emperor” was able 
to keep the Italian peoples in subjection 
because he controlled this famous Pass 
from the North, and was in a position 
almost at any time to swamp the plains 
of Lombardy. with his legions. Now Italy, 
by virtue of the allied victory in the Great 
War, has recovered the Trentino, which 
Signor Mussolini rules with an iron rod. 
The hated Tedeschi no longer can threaten 
her territorial security, For the first time 
almost since Roman days she feels safe 
from invasion ; and her safety depends on 
the Germans’ permanent exclusion from 
Austria. 


Chancellor 


Austria does not enjoy her present posi- 
tion by any means, but she finds herself 
in a cleft stick. Every Austrian hates 
the Italians. Tt is a traditional hatred, 
with its roots buried deep in history, and 
it certainly has not been lessened since 
the War. Italy’s treatment of the people 
of the South Tyrol has been so tyrannical 
that even the quietest Austrians 
been enraged. Some weeks ago this 
popular resentment expressed itself in a 
violent demonstration against an Italian 
football team playing in Vienna, and 
there is not the least doubt that Herr von 
Schuschnigg’s policy of close co-operation 
with Rome is regarded as a pis aller. The 
alternative would be absorption by Nazi 
Germany.

There is a fairly 
element of National Socialism in Austria, 
but the majority of: the people is against 
Herr Hitler—the Austrians are Catholics 
to a man—and, besides, the Austrians 
have a long tradition of political indepen- 
dence which they do not wish to betray. 
They have been forced. therefore, into 
this uneasy partnership with the Italians 
—a partnership that will last precisely 
so long as it suits the Austrians to main- 
tain it. If there should be 
European War the links would snap like 
matchwood. Already, indeed, there are 
some signs of 
Signor Mussolini was most anxious that 
Austria should join in an Italo-German 
blec—in other words, that she should take 
her stand definitely with the totalitarian 
States; but Herr von Schuschnigg told 
him in Venice yesterday that the Austrian 
people preferred to remain outside all such 
blocs, whether pro- or anti-German. 
Austria’s policy, he said, was to keep on 
friendly terms with all her neighbours, 
including Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia, 
and, therefore, she could not take sides 
against’ any of them. If Signor Mussolini 
felt himself sufficiently strong, he, doubt 
less, could force Austria’s hand, and

be no Anschluss, and there also will be 
no restoration of the Archduke Otto. 
There may be regional pacts between the 
Austrians and their neighbours; but the 
little Republic will remain independent, 
at least until the end of the next war. 
In the meanwhile another matter is 
engaging the serious attention of Berlin 
and Rome, The situation in Spain is not 
working out to their liking. When General 
Franco launched his rebellion in the 
Peninsula Herr Hitler and Signor 
Mussolini alike. believed that he would 
secure a quick victory, and they both 
decided that they would leap in on the 
winning side. There were valuable 
“‘pickings’’ to be garnered in Spain. 
The German General Staff took a different 
view; but the Fihrer’s word is law in 
Germany, and nobody dared to question 
his decision. Nine months have passed. 
Large numbers of German and Italian 
troops have been serving in Spain; both 
countries have sent General Franco 
generous supplies of material; both 
countries have accorded him official 
recognition. Yet the war. 
obstinately to be won. Of “ recent 
months Herr Hitler has been  cool- 
ing off in his enthusiasm for the insurgent 
cause, and the brunt of the fighting has 
been falling on the Italians. Naturally, 
Signor Mussolini does not like this con- 
dition of affairs, and he is anxious to have 
a heart-to-heart talk with Herr Hitler. 
General Goering has decided to fly to 
Rome, where he will make the preliminary 
arrangements. It is expected that Signor 
Mussolini will fly to Berchtesgaden in a 
week or so, and will stay with the Fihrer 
for a few days. If he can persuade Herr 
Hitler to cast off all pretence at non- 
intervention, the outlook for the Spanish 
Government will be serious; but the 
danger of a European war will be 
increased enormously. An Italo-German 
invasion of Spain would be followed 
almost inevitably by a French retort, and 
then all the fat would be in the fire. On 
the other hand, Herr Hitler may be able 
to persuade the Duce that he would be 
well advised to cut his Spanish losses. In 
that event there may be some hope of 
Europe’s peace,

Broadcasting 


Was it not Mr. J. J. Walsh—then Post- 
master-General of the Free State—who 
argued in 1924 that to listen to another 
nation’s broadcasting programmes without 
payment of a licence fee to that nation 
was equivalent to an act of theft? If Mr. 
Walsh’s view of morality prevailed to-day 
few citizens of the Free State would be 
innocent of felony ; for nearly all of them 
tune their radio sets, night after night, 
to external stations, We’ deplore the fact. 
The staple fare of every listener ought to 
be his own national programmes, and only 
the promise of a rare tit-bit from London 
or Rome or Berlin ought to lure him to 
foreign fields. Unfortunately, the con- 
trollers of Free State broadcasting seem 
to be lacking either in ambition or in 
national pride. The programmes to-day 
are what they always been—a 
disgrace. Any amateur, as it seems, is 
good enough for the nation’s entertain- 
ment, let him sing what trash he 
pleases; if an occasional spark of con- 
science suggests that there are cultured 
people in the Free State who might like 
something better, let them have it—in the 
form of gramophone records. Dull talks, 
dully delivered ; .poor plays, indifferently 
acted, and produced, as often as not, with- 
out regard to the special demands of the 
microphone; “ variety ” of the cheapest 
order—these are the characteristics of the 
broadcast programmes of a nation ‘which 
claims to be old in civilisation. We do 
not dwell on the fact that Dublin, Athlone 
and Cork are silent when the broadcast 
voices of every other country are wide 


have 


awake, or that their transmissions are so 
‘brassy ’’ as often to be unintelligible. 
For years and years the Free State pro- 
grammes have been criticised unceasingly 
by every citizen who still, for any reason, 
listens to them; they have been con- 
demned by every newspaper; they are a 
standing joke with every musician; yet 
the Department of Posts and Telegraphs 
takes no notice. We have no doubt that 
the Director :f Broadcasting is doing his 
best, but he is handicapped not only by 
the fact that the most valuable hour of 
the evening must be earmarked for a 
‘*‘ sponsored ' programme of gramophone 
records, but also by the almost incredible 
meanne.; of his Ministry. It is an 
outrage that the Free State’s broadcasting 
service should be run as a profit-making 
concern. This years expenditure is 
estimated, according to Mr. Oscar 
Traynor s somewhat shamefaced. narration 
in the Dáil last night, at £61,000, while 
the revenue from licence fees and adver: 
tisements ts reckoned at £92.000. Why 
cannot the whole of that £92,000—which 
c. d be doubled and trebled by a farther 
sighted policy—be devoted to the provision 
of decent programmes! A Government 
which makes so much fuss about 
and its demoralising effect upon

Cheaper Telegrams 


The Minféter for Finance had led. us to 
expect many benefits from the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs when he said in his 
Budget speech that he would leave -these 
good things. to be announced by his 
colleague. The Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs has now spoken, and our 
expectations have been sadly dissolved. 
In the event, apparently, all that we are 
to receive is a reduction in the cost of 
inland telegrams ; our telegrams to “Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland are to 
remain at the old high rate. As from June 
next we shall be encouraged to send tele 
grams to our friends at a cost of ninepence 
for the first nine words, instead of 
eighteen pence for the first dozen words.

graphs described as a dying business! 
Telegrams were popular at sixpence for 
twelve words; they could be popularised 
again at the same rate; but if 
the Minister thought a generous gesture 
of this kind quite beyond his means he 
might have stretched his benevolence to 
twelve words for a shilling to preserve the 
continuity. Why, also, did he not offer 
his cheaper service to Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland? The preset rates for 
telegrams to these areas deter many people 
who would otherwise use the lines from 
sending telegrams, and a reduction in the 
cost would inevitably lead to an increased 
use of the service. With a surplus of 
£517,812, and a nest-egg from the Minister 
for Finance, the Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs might have been more 
adventurous. He might have taken a half- 
penny from the normal postage rate of 
twopence, for instance, and given business 
men cause for gratitude. It _ is 
the business community, in the main, 
which has given the Post Office its addition 
of twenty million items last year, and its 
members have been given nothing to en- 
courage them. We are glad to have the 
99 telephone kiosks and the 1,214 addi- 
tional telephone subscribers, but we had 
hoped for something more spectacular and 
more utilitarian in the Minister’s state 
ment. There is urgent need for a reduc. 
tion in the ordinary rates on letters, there 
is need for more staff in the larger post 
offices, and there is need for an additional 
postal delivery every day. The public has 
the right to expect more than a slight 
reduction in-the cost of telegrams from a 


surplus of £317,812.

The Times remarks editorially to-day: 
The Budget debate, which ended last 
right, has inevitably been overshadowed 
by the emotions due to Mr. Chamberlain’s 
proposal to levy a special National De- 
fence centribution. It would be deplor- 
able if this temporary excitement were 
allowed to obscure the remarkable 
courage which is the real feature of the 
Budget as a whole. A _ perfunctory at- 
tempt has been made by the Opposition 


to argue that Mr. Chamberlain’s long 
financial administration has imposed 
drastic and hidden taxation upon the 


poor, because of the recent rise in com- 
modity prices. To the impartial observer, 
it must be confessed, this taxation is so 
well hidden that it can neither be found 
nor felt. The index figure of the cost 
of living to-day is 151, as compared with 
157 in 1930, when the Labour Party was 
in office, and what it would have been 
if the Labour Party had continued in 
office, or if the level of the national credit 
had not been raised and the purchasing 
power of sterling consolidated by 
Mr. Chamberlain, ts a speculation 
to which the _ intelligent wage-earner 
will assuredly give full weight... Mr. 
Chamberlain's last Budget, like his first, 
is dominated by an emergency, but illu. 
minated by the same courageous deter 
mination to make the country face the 
facts. 

There has not been a murmur in the 
debate either against the increase in. the 
standard rate of the income tax or against 


the principle that provision should be 
made in advance for the increased -ost 
of defence, which. in default of inter 


national agreement, must continue during 
the next few years, As for the new tax 
the first thing to-be said about ** is that 
it is the most complete of all the proof- 
of Mr. Chamberlain’s unselfish courage ° 
for it would have ‘been an eas\ 
matter to leave unpleasant tasks to 
his successor, and, while reserving 
to himself the character of a Solomon 
who chastised only with whips, to confer 
upon that successor the odious necessity 
of appearing as a Rehoboam chastising 
with scorpions. He has doubled the part, 
and the debate has shown ‘that the 
scorpions, which are not in this case very 
formidable beasts, have stung certain 
interested quarters, But not even the 
fiercest critic of the new°tax has failed to 
support the principle that those who “re 
benefiting from vast Government orders 
should pay some special contribution 
towards the cost of defence. There is not 
the sliehtest doubt, therefore, that 'n 
princinle ” new tax is in fall accord 
with publie opinion.- and an rngnestion 
able proof of the: Government's sincerity 
in their constantly professed determina 
tion to prevent profiteering.

THURSDAY NIGHT. 


R. BALDWIN, in the House of 
M Commons this afternoon, stated the 
attitude of the Government towards the 
World Conference suggested by Mr. 
Lansbury in his interview with Herr 
Hitler. The Government, he said, would 
be willing ib peiehe in a World Con- 
ference, provided that a thorough and 
comprehensive investigation showed that 
such a conference would be likely to 
succeed, and provided that there had been 
an adequate preparation. Mr. Henderson, 
a Labour member, suggested that the 
Prime Minister might get into touch with 
the German Government, but to this Mr. 
Baldwin replied that he was not prepared 
to answer any supplementary questions.

The Profits Tax 


The Conservative members of the House 
of Commons, who were much disturbed 
vesterday regarding the new profits taxa 
tion. were much easier in mind to-day, as 
the Government, through the party whips. 
has been at pains to make it clear that 
the tax is sound and not oppressive. 
Several members sought assurance on 
various points, and their demands are to 
be satisfied. The Government intend to 
give discretionary powers to the inland 
revenue authorities in assessing liabilities. 
and where proof is given that hardship 
is entailed, the fact will be taken into 
ronsideration in the making of the assess 


ment. A criticism that the new tax, and 


that fer. income tax, will. be levied 
together, is denied. The new contribu- 
tion will be deducted before income tax 's 


assessed It is intended that the impost 


shall be recognised as a spécial one, due 
to the exceptional circumstances. 


Stock Exchange Improvement 


The London Stock Markets recorded an 
all-round recovery to-day, as it was 
generally realised that the marking down 
of many securities resulting from uncer- 
tainty as to the working of the new profits 
tax was unjustified. The view to-dav was 
that the tax will by no means be a heavy 
burden to the majority of industrial com- 
panies, and this induced investors to 
accept the opportunity provided bv the 
decline in prices. Many iron, steel, air- 
craft and shipping shares improved. and 
there was a general advance in British 
railwav preference and debenture stocks. 
Copper shares, which experienced a heavy 
set-back. were better all-round, while 
British Government Stocks continued their 
advance. and small rises were general. 


Anglo-French : Arrangements 


M. Daladier, the French Defence 
Minister, is here on a private visit; but 
he is taking full advantage of the oppor 
tunity to settle certain matters of import- 
ance to this country, as well as his own. 
There was a big dinner at the . French 
Embassy last night, when the guests in- 
cluded Mr. Duff Cooper (the Minister for 
War), Sir Thomas Inskip (the Minister 
for Defence), Sir: Philip Sassoon (the 
Under Secretary for Air), Field Marshal 
Sir Cyril Deverell. (the Chief of the 
Imperial Staff), and several other high 
officers of the British and French Armies. 
The withdrawal of Belgium from the 
military’ agreements she made with this 
country and France last year will make 
little difference to the Anglo-French 
arrangements; but these have to be re- 
organised, in view of the changed condi- 
tions, and the visit of M. Daladier has 
provided the occasion for an exchange of 


personal contacts between the military 
leaders of the two countries. Mr. Eden 
gave a luncheon party to-day to M. 


Daladier,. when the guests included Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain, Mr. Churchill, Sir 
John Simon, Sir Archibald Sinclair and 
Mr. Attlee. 


European Interchanges 


During the next few days Ee f will 
see much diplomatic activity, as leading 
men from Britain, Germany, Austria and 
Poland are exchanging visits with other 
countries. Dr. Schuschnigg has arrived 
at Venice from Vienna, where he was met 
by Signor Mussolini, and has had a con- 
ference with Count Ciano, while Genera! 
Goering has arrived in Rome on a private 


visit, and is to meet Signor Mussolini 
later in the week. Colonel Beck, the 
Polish Foreign Minister, is payimg a. 


three-day visit to Roumania, while Mr. 
Anthony Eden will go to Brussels during 
the week-end to give Britain and Freneh 
guarantees to Belgium and free her from 
her Locarno obligations, The conversa- 
tions between Dr. Schuschnigg and Signor 
Mussolini concern the relations between 
Austria and Germany and the question of 
the restoration of the Hapsburghs. Dr. 
Schuschnigg is dissatisfied about Germany, 
and maintains that Herr Hitler has not 
observed the agreements made with 
Austria last July. The Press attacks on 


Austria are continuing, and there have.

WORK FOR MEN OF 
THE DISTRICT 


From OUR Inpusrriat EDITOR. 


HERE is good news to-day for 

Arklow. One of the most im- 
portant steel corporations in Europe 
has entered into negotiations with the 
Free State Government and. with 
several prominent Irish industrialists, 
and its plans, which are now before 
the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, provide for the taking over of 
the derelict factory of Messrs. Kynoch 
and Co., Arklow, and the erection 
there of a steel mill, which will 
manufacture virtually every type >of 
cast and tempered steel used for 
modern engineering and commercial 
purposes and practices, and which in 
due course is expected to employ 
several hundred men. 
The Government has received the pro- 
posals with favour, and, although the 
plans have still to be hammered into 
shape, there is no doubt that the factory 
will materialise. As such it wil] be the 
first of the really heavy industries to come 
to the Free State, and will provide a 
definite and important market for adult 
male labour of the first class. 
Some six hundred odd workers have 
found employment in the Arklow pot- 
teries in recent years. Many of them, 
however, especially those engaged in the 
finishing and embellishing of the china 
produced on the south side of the Arklow 
river.are girls or young women. The pro- 
sed industry is expected to provide work 
or their fathers, brothers and husbands 
in large numbers. 


MUNITION WORKS’ SITE 
The new factory is to be erected on the 
site of the old munition works, which is 
many acres in extent, and which stands on 
the north quays: Here for many years 
Messrs. Kynoch employed a large number 
of men in the manufacture of explosives, 
and huge quantities of war material were 
made there between 1914 and 1918. In 
the January or February of 1916 a terrific 
explosion demolished a large part of the 
factory building. These were afterwards 
reconstructed, but at the expiration of the 
Great War Messrs. Kynoch left Arklow, 
and since 1919 the works have remained 
derelict. 
Arklow is one of the first provincial 
towns in the Free State to have adopted 
a town-planning scheme with sites for 
factories and so forth, and the foresight 
of the progenitors of the scheme would 
now.seem to be justified.

HEAVY CASUALTIES IN CAPITAL 


Twice yesterday the — insurgents 
heavily bombarded the city, causing 
further casualties among the civilian 
inhabitants. Two batteries were 
being used yesterday instead of the 
usual one. A minimum estimate of 
the casualties in the shelling on 
Wednesday and the first bombard- 
ment early yesterday is fifty dead 
and a hundred and fifty wounded. 
Yesterday the fire was exceptionally 
violent, and no proper estimate of 
the number of casualties can be 
formed. 


300 SHELLS 


Between two and three hundred shells 
fell on Wednesday. The total yester- 
day cannot have been much lower. 
The first bombardment yesterday began 
at 6.30 a.m., before Wednesday’s 
débrig was cleared away. For two 
and a half hours the guns pounded 
away. More than a score of shells fell in 
the centre of the city, wrecking more 
houses. Forty shells fell in the quarter 
near the cathedral of San Isidoro el Real, 
and in the neighbouring Calle de Toledo, 
one of the main streets leading south- 


west from the centre of the city. The 
inhabitants had taken refuge in their 
cellars, and no casualties have been 


reported so far from this district. 
INCENDIARY SHELLS 


The insurgent guns opened up again at 
4 p.m., sending over shrapnel and 
incendiary shells. By five o’clock twenty- 
one shells had fallen in the Gran Via, and 
thirty in the Calle de Toledo quarter. 
The fire-fighting and ambulance services 
were very busy. One workman was killed 
while standing on some scaffolding in the 
Calle de Alcala, running north-east from 
the Puerta Del Sol. 
; Trams continue to run at a slow 
pace, but are mainly empty. There 
is no panic, and the general view in 
Madrid is that it will take more than 
three hundred shells a day to break 
down the moral of the population of 
nearly a million. 


MAROONED 

The assumption is that the shellings 
are in retaliation for the Government 
siege of the 3,500 insurgent troops in the 
University City, whose situation is stated 
to be worsening daily. They have dug 
wells along the Manzanares River in an 
attempt to obtain water. 

All insurgent efforts to throw floating 
bridges across the river are stated to have 
failed. The Republican forces have under 
their fire the narrow passage which links 
the insurgent area in the University City 
with the Casa de Campo.

In this country, however, the law 
was imterpreted and adhered to by the 
Revenue Commissioners, that the income tax 
mast be paid on the recetpts from the fees, 
and not on the valuation of the stud. 
Unless a concession such as that operating 
in Great Britain were given, this country 
would not get the full value of the ‘‘ horse- 
hen pact.” From the revenue point of view, 
there was very little to be said for tt, but 
from the business point of view there was 
everything to be said

HE Free State’s adverse . balance for 
il last month was £1,802,771, the highest 
figure since October last, according to 

the trade statistics issued by the Department 
of Industry and Commerce last night. 
During the month the total imports

DUTY ON GRAMOPHONES 


On the next resolution, Mr. W. NORTON
